Picturing  Italy 


Among  an  elite  gathering  of  artists  at  the  fourth  edition  of  the 
Biennale  Internazionale  deH'Arte  Contemporanea  di  Firenze  was 
™ Wesleyan’s  own  Fernando  La  Rosa. 
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In  its  annual  Americas  Best  Colleges 
guide,  U.S.  News  & World  Report  ranked 
Wesleyan  College  first  among  top 
national  liberal  arts  colleges  for  having  the 
highest  percentage  of  international  students. 
Wesleyan  was  also  the  only  liberal  arts  col- 
lege in  the  South  to  make  the  top  10  in  cam- 
pus diversity.  The  college’s  current  popula- 
tion includes  students  from  such  far-flung 
regions  as  Nepal,  Russia,  China  and  Ghana, 
to  Columbia,  Canada  and  Jamaica. 

With  such  a large  population  of  interna- 
tional students,  Wesleyan’s  Association  of 
eXemplary  International  Students,  more 
commonly  known  as  AXIS,  has  taken  on  a 
very  prominent  role  on  campus. 

“We  work  to  foster  relations  between  inter- 
national students  and  American  students,” 
said  AXIS  President  Recha  Reid,  a native 
Jamaican  and  junior  majoring  in  international 
business  and  Spanish.  AXIS  assists  interna- 
tional students  with  such  concerns  as  just  get- 
ting around — “most  of  them  don’t  have  trans- 
portation”— to  dealing  with  homesickness. 


“Although  we  are  here  as  a support  group 
to  help  international  students  adjust  to  a 
different  culture,  unfamiliar  foods  and 
being  away  from  home,  we  have  many 
Americans  who  attend  our  events,  too,” 
Reid  said.  “We  have  convocations  that 
address  and  dispel  stereotypes.” 
Additionally,  Reid  said  that  the  Wesleyan 
group  holds  events  with  international  stu- 
dents from  Mercer  University  and  Macon 
State  College,  further  broadening  its  reach. 

The  group,  which  has  more  than  50  active 
members,  strives  to  foster  cultural  aware- 
ness, says  Sashenie  Hayman  also  a junior 
and  cultural  diversity  chair  for  AXIS.  “It  is  a 
great  learning  experience  for  all  of  us,”  said 
Hayman,  who  is  also  majoring  in  interna- 
tional business  and  Spanish.  “Not  many  of 
us  have  visited  other  countries.” 

AXIS-sponsored  events  such  as 
International  Music  Night,  International 
Week,  Cultural  Cafe,  the  International 
Dinner — where  various  international  stu- 
dents cook  dishes  from  their  native 


countries — and  volunteer  opportunities 
expose  all  Wesleyan  students  to  a vast  array 
of  customs  and  pave  the  way  for  greater 
understanding,  Hayman  said. 

Reid  said  that  being  exposed  to  so  many 
different  cultures  has  given  her  “a  better 
understanding  of  the  wide  range  of  religions 
on  campus” — something  that  the  Rev.  Bill 
Hurdle  has  fostered  and  encouraged  in  his 
role  as  campus  chaplain. 

In  addition  to  Hurdle’s  support  and 
encouragement,  both  young  women  say 
they  have  received  strong  assistance  from 
other  members  of  the  Wesleyan  faculty  and 
staff,  making  the  organization’s  role  as  a 
support  system  easier.  “For  example,  the 
cafeteria  worked  with  us  (AXIS)  during 
Ramadan  to  accommodate  the  needs  of 
our  Muslim  students,”  Reid  said. 
“Wesleyan  also  has  a host  family  program 
for  international  students  (See  article  on 
page  8).  My  host  ‘mom’  is  Sarah  Huscko  (a 
secretary  in  the  Admission  Office).  We 
have  a lot  of  fun  together.”

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According  to  Huscko,  the  experience  has 
been  rewarding.  “I  chose  to  be  a host  mom 
because  this,  too,  is  the  first  time  I have  ever 
lived  this  far  away  from  the  place  I call 
home  (Iowa).  I know  a lot  of  the  interna- 
tional students  may  themselves  feel  home- 
sick from  time  to  time.  I can  empathize  with 
them  on  this  aspect,”  Huscko  said.  UI  also 
wanted  to  learn  about  a culture  different 
from  my  own,  and  my  heart  kept  telling  me 
to  do  something  like  this. 

“The  experience  has  been  amazing!  Even 
though  Recha  Reid  and  Taniesh  Milwood 
(her  other  host  daughter)  are  just  a few 
years  younger  than  my  husband  Andre  and 
I,  they  both  call  us  mommy  and  daddy.  I 
always  get  a kick  out  of  that;  it  makes  me 
smile.  I have  thoroughly  enjoyed  being  here 
for  both  of  them  and  attending  the  events  in 
which  they  are  involved.  I can  tell  that  the 
relationships  we  have  with  them  will  last  for 
a lifetime.” 

Two  of  the  group’s  major  events  each  year 
are  the  popular  International  Fashion  Show 


presented  during  Fall  Family  Weekend  and 
the  International  Food  Fair  and  Festival  held 
each  spring.  Although  faculty,  staff,  students 
and  their  parents  are  the  sole  audience  for 
the  Fashion  Show,  the  spring  event  has 
drawn  an  increasingly  wider  audience  from 
the  Middle  Georgia  community. 

In  addition  to  tasting  samples  of  exotic 
cuisine,  those  who  attended  the  festival  were 
treated  to  exhibits,  games,  crafts  and  enter- 
tainment from  around  the  world.  The 
entertainment,  particularly  native  dances 
from  India  and  other  locales,  is  always  a big 
crowd  pleaser,  she  said. 

While  AXIS  has  made  its  presence  felt  on 
campus,  Reid  and  Hayman  are  looking  for- 
ward to  expanding  the  group’s  focus  even 
more  in  the  coming  year.  “We  are  trying  to 
get  in  touch  with  the  different  embassies  in 
case  any  of  our  students  need  the  help  of 
their  consulate,”  Reid  says.  “We  also  want  to 
include  other  schools  and  the  community 
more  in  our  events,  especially  the  festival.”

WOW!  A Day  for  Macon  2004 

In  addition  to  volunteering  at  local  churches,  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  staff  (pictured  above)  gathered 
on  the  Wesleyan  campus  on  Saturday,  Feb.  7, 
2004,  at  8 a.m.  to  begin  another  WOW!  A Day 
for  Macon — their  annual  day  of  volunteering  in 
the  Macon  community. 

Volunteers  met  at  the  Wesleyan  College 
Center  for  Community  Engagement  and  Service 
(WCCCES)  for  a continental  breakfast  before 
driving  to  their  work  sites — the  Georgia 
Industrial  Children's  Home,  Boys  and  Girls  Club 
(three  separate  sites),  Methodist  Children's 
Home,  Loaves  and  Fishes,  Macon  Outreach, 
Wesley  Glen  and  Magnolia  Manor. 

Wesleyan  students,  faculty  and  staff  also 
donated  canned  food  and  books  to  help  the 
Boys  and  Girls  Club  sites,  the  two  food  pro- 
gram sites  and  various  rummage  sales  planned 
by  the  children's  homes. 


A popular  old  hymn  reminds  us  “Blest 
be  the  tie  that  binds  our  hearts  in 
Christian  love.  The  fellowship  of  kin- 
dred minds  is  like  to  that  above.” 

“We  may  not  all  be  of  the  Christian  faith 
at  Wesleyan,”  says  the  Rev.  Bill  Hurdle, 
Wesleyan’s  chaplain  and  director  of  church 
relations,  “but  we  are  of  kindred  minds.” 

Wesleyannes  love  to  serve — their  com- 
munity, their  college,  each  other,  but,  above 
all,  they  love  to  serve  their  God  through  a 
variety  of  church  functions.  In  fact,  for  more 
than  167  years  Wesleyan  has  educated 
women  for  leadership  roles  in  a variety  of 
capacities,  and,  while  the  college  is  affiliated 
with  the  United  Methodist  Church,  students 
hold  leadership  roles  in  many  denomina- 
tions and  faiths.  “Far-reaching  faith  makes 
Wesleyan  women  unique,”  says  Hurdle,  a 
retired  United  Methodist  minister  who  is  in 
his  “second  career.” 

One  Wesleyanne,  senior  Monica  Harper 
(pictured  at  top  left  with  Park  Memorial 
UMC  Choir),  actually  came  to  Wesleyan 
because  of  the  encouragement  of  a now- 
retired  United  Methodist  minister,  Sam 
Rogers,  who  served  at  Tifton  United 
Methodist  Church  where  Harper  joined  as  a 
16-year-old.  The  Ocilla  native  was  raised  in 
the  Baptist  church  but  was  hired  to  play  the 
piano  for  Tifton  UMC  as  a high  school  junior. 

Now  Harper,  a triple  major  in  piano, 
organ  and  accounting  with  a 3.9  GPA,  is  the 
music  director  at  Macon’s  Park  Memorial 
UMC.  Harper  uses  her  talent  to  direct  the 
choir  with  her  head  while  playing  the  piano 


or  organ.  “God  has  given  me  a gift,  and  He 
expects  me  to  use  it,”  Harper  says,  adding 
that  she  “can’t  see  herself  not  being  active  in 
a church.” 

This  Wesleyanne  is  concentrating  on 
graduation,  taking  the  CPA  exam  and  per- 
haps pursuing  a master’s  degree. 

“I  have  loved  Wesleyan,”  Harper  says 
wholeheartedly.  “It  has  given  me  opportuni- 
ties I wouldn’t  have  had  otherwise.” 

A December  2003  graduate,  Carolyn 
Clarke  also  sports  a full  plate  and  attributes 
much  of  her  success  to  Wesleyan.  An  Encore 
student,  Clarke  emphasizes  the  importance 
of  being  active  in  something.  “Leadership  is 
taking  an  active  role,”  Clarke  says.  “Don’t 
just  sit  in  the  background.” 

The  background  is  certainly  not  where 
you  could  find  this  recent  alumna.  As  a stu- 
dent, she  taught  toddlers  in  Sunday  School 
and  was  a member  of  Macon’s  Macedonia 
Baptist  Church  worship  dance  team. 
“Wesleyan  prepares  women  as  leaders,” 
Clarke  emphasizes.  “Rubbing  shoulders 
with  people  of  other  nationalities  prepares 
you  for  the  workplace.  We  are  given  a win- 
dow— a glimpse — of  what’s  out  there.” 

For  nondenominational  student  April 
Blash,  leadership  in  the  Covenant  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  includes  being  a nursery  work- 
er, singing  in  the  choir  and  taking  an  active 
role  in  young  adult  ministries.  April  sees 
herself  as  part  of  a quilt  at  Wesleyan.  “Ever) 
student  makes  up  a square,”  Blash  explains. 
“Diversity  allows  for  self-expression.  It’s 
okay  to  be  you.” 
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This  Wesleyanne,  who  looks  forward  to  a 
2007  graduation,  also  says  the  college  prepares 
students  to  be  leaders  because  of  the  way  its 
courses  are  taught.  “The  courses  teach  inde- 
pendence,” Clark  says.  “The  classes  are  not 
just  lectures  . . . students  are  very  involved.” 

Christine  Morana,  a Roman  Catholic,  has 
attended  Sunday  Mass  at  Macon’s  St.  Josephs 
and  St.  Peter  Claver  churches,  but  she  really 
enjoys  attending  Holy  Spirit  Catholic  Church 
where  she  is  beginning  to  usher.  She  is  still 
very  active  in  her  home  church  in  Spring  Hill, 
Florida,  St.  Francis  Cabrini  Parish.  After  her 
confirmation  at  age  14,  she  became  a 
Eucharistic  minister  and  later  a lector  there. 
She  has  attended  countless  retreats  including 
the  National  Youth  Leadership  Conference  at 
the  University  of  Notre  Dame  and  World 
Youth  Day  in  Canada. 

At  Wesleyan,  Morana  helped  form  the 
Catholic  Newman  Club  for  students  last  year. 
She  also  saw  her  own  spiritual  life  grow  by 
leaps  and  bounds  even  though  she  has  had  to 
shift  her  “accountability”  from  her  home 
church  to  her  new  “home” — Wesleyan. 

Saying  that  a constant  goal  in  her  life  “is 
to  be  holy,”  Morana  says  that  at  Wesleyan 
she  is  able  “to  dive  into  growing  in  faith.” 

Other  faiths  represented  on  Wesleyan’s  cam- 
pus include  Islam,  Hinduism  and  Buddhism. 

Rasha  Faizy,  a Muslim,  attends  services  at 
the  Islamic  Center  in  Macon.  Saying  that 
she  can  attend  any  Islamic  mosque  because 
they  all  upray  the  same  way,”  Faizy  says  she 
is  an  active  Wesleyanne  but  adds,  “I  can 
always  do  better.” 


Calling  Wesleyan  a “free  place  for  any 
religion,”  Buddhist  Quynh  Le  has  found  no 
Buddhist  temple  for  worship  in  Macon  or 
Georgia.  She  attended  her  home  temple  in 
Vietnam  twice  a month.  Calling  Wesleyan’s 
atmosphere  and  people  “wonderful,”  Le 
adds  quickly  that  Wesleyannes  “are  compet- 
itive. They  teach  me  not  to  give  up  easily 
and  to  strive  for  excellence.” 

“Wesleyan  gives  me  a strong  purpose  for 
what  I am  going  to  be  in  the  future,”  Le  says. 

For  senior  Purvi  Patel,  attending  Wesleyan 
prompted  her  to  become  an  active  Hindu, 
the  religion  of  her  childhood.  “I  saw  stu- 
dents around  me  playing  an  active  role  in 
their  religion,”  Patel  recalls,  “especially  my 
friends  who  come  from  a strong  Christian 
background.”  Patel  adds  that  these  friends 
made  her  “come  closer  to  my  God.” 

Patel  has  set  up  somewhat  of  a personal 
Hindu  temple  in  her  dorm  room.  In  addi- 
tion she  fasts  every  Monday  and  attends 
temple  at  Umiya  Mata  Mandir  in  Macon,  a 
temple  of  the  Hindu  sect  Vaishnav,  to 
which  she  belongs. 

“Because  of  my  friends  here,  I was  able  to 
connect  to  my  faith  and  my  background,” 
Patel  says,  adding  that  she  “feels  like  a 
Hindu”  now  even  though  there  is  not  a 
group  of  Hindus  on  campus.  “Wesleyan 
does  give  us  freedom  of  religion,”  Patel 
says,  “and  I know  I am  able  to  pray  in  my 
room  every  day.” 

Wesleyan  truly  is  a tapestry  or  quilt  of 
many  colors,  many  countries,  many  faiths, 
many  faces. 


The  Influence  of 
"Honorary  President" 

Still  Felt 

Through  an  exchange  agreement 
with  the  Soong  Ching-Ling 
Foundation,  Wesleyan  College  students 
in  the  Executive  Master’s  of  Business 
Administration  (EMBA)  program  will 
study  abroad  in  China  during  July 
2004.  For  two  weeks,  the  students  will 
immerse  themselves  in  the  cultural  as 
well  as  academic  enrichment  that 
China  offers.  As  Wesleyan’s  part  of  the 
agreement,  the  college  will  host  two 
Chinese  international  students  and 
introduce  them  to  Wesleyan  and 
American  culture. 

The  Soong  Ching-Ling  Foundation 
was  created  in  1982  in  memory  of 
Soong  Ching-Ling,  an  honorary  presi- 
dent of  the  People’s  Republic  of  China 
and  1913  graduate  of  Wesleyan 
College — the  second  of  the  three  Soong 
sisters  educated  at  Wesleyan.  Wife  of 
Sun  Yat-sen,  founder  of  the  Chinese 
Republic,  Soong  was  extremely  sup- 
portive of  women  and  children’s  issues 
and  served  as  head  of  a national 
woman’s  organization.  In  addition  to 
international  exchange  programs,  the 
foundation  also  supports  several  pro- 
grams designed  to  academically  and 
culturally  enrich  the  lives  of  children 
around  the  world. 

“The  aim  of  the  Foundation  is  to 
carry  forward  the  spirit  of  love  for  chil- 
dren and  concern  for  their  healthy 
growth  in  body  and  mind  which  she 
(Soong  Ching-Ling)  displayed  during 
her  lifetime  and  to  contribute  to  the 
cause  of  children’s  culture,  education, 
scientific  knowledge  and  welfare,” 
according  to  the  Foundation’s  Web  site. 
The  Soong  Ching-Ling  Foundation  also 
helps  promote  unity  within  China  and 
with  the  rest  of  the  world.

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They  came  from  all  four  corners  of  the 
world  to  gather  in  perhaps  the  cradle 
of  the  art  world — Italy.  Sculptors, 
painters,  photographers,  videographers, 
artists  all,  they  represented  the  best  the  world 
has  to  offer  in  the  realm  of  visual  arts.  All  had 
been  invited  to  participate  in  the  exclusive 
fourth  edition  of  the  Biennale  Internazionale 
dell’Arte  Contemporanea  di  Firenze.  And 
among  this  elite  gathering  of  artists  was 
Wesleyan's  own  Fernando  La  Rosa,  visiting 
assistant  professor  of  photography. 

La  Rosa,  accompanied  by  his  wife, 
Wesleyan  Comer  Associate  Professor  of 
Painting  and  Drawing  Frances  de  La  Rosa, 
attended  the  show  Dec.  6-14,  2003,  in 
Florence,  Italy.  “Being  nominated  is  a great 
honor,”  he  said.  “After  you  are  invited,  then 
you  have  to  ship  your  work  to  Florence  for 
exhibition  in  the  show.  This  was  my  first 
time  to  be  invited.” 

The  exhibit  is  held  each  year  inside  the 
Fortezza  da  Basso,  an  old  fortress  built  dur- 
ing the  Renaissance  by  the  Medici  and 
Strozzi  families.  More  than  800  artists  from 
74  countries  participated  in  the  invitation- 
only  event,  which  gave  special  recognition  to 
the  Vatican  Museums  Restoration  Library. 


The  awesome  task  of  selecting  artists  to 
invite  fell  to  the  Biennale’s  50-member  sci- 
entific committee.  The  categories  represent- 
ed include  digital  art,  sculpture,  painting, 
photography,  mixed  media  and  installa- 
tions. Because  of  the  sheer  number  of  artists 
involved,  there  are  size  limits  on  what  works 
each  artist  can  display.  Out  of  his  vast  col- 
lection, Fernando  chose  four  large  images 
from  his  “Frame”:  “Gulf  of  Mexico,” 
“Jamaica,”  “Garden,  Macon,  #1”  and 
“Garden,  Macon,  #2.”  “There  were  pavil- 
ions (inside  the  Fortezza  da  Basso)  full  of  all 
different  media,”  Fernando  said. 

The  couple  says  they  are  grateful  for  the 
sponsorship  and  hospitality  they  received 
from  Wesleyan  alumna  and  longtime  resi- 
dent of  Italy,  Jo  Bettoja  ’47  (See  article  page 
9.)  and  her  husband,  Angelo.  The  Bettoja 
family  owns  the  largest  private  hotel  group 
in  Italy — five  hotels  in  Rome  and  one  in 
Florence — and  provided  lodging  for  the  La 
Rosas  while  they  were  in  Florence. 

“She  (Mrs.  Bettoja),  her  husband,  Angelo, 
and  son  Maurizio  came  to  Florence  to  see 
the  exhibition  and  have  dinner  with  us,”  de 
La  Rosa  said.  “Maurizio  has  a background 
in  art  history,  and  they  were  all  so  charming 
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and  fascinating.”  She  added  that  she  and 
Mrs.  Bettoja,  a native  of  Georgia,  compared 
stories  on  growing  up  in  the  South.  “We 
had  a wonderful  time  visiting  with  them. 
And,”  she  said,  “we  were  also  fortunate 
enough  to  have  the  sponsorship  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Robert  L.  Bunnen  of  Atlanta.  Mrs. 
Bunnen  (Lucinda)  is  an  accomplished  pho- 
tographer herself  and  has  exhibited  her 
work  in  Wesleyan's  East  Gallery.” 

When  not  attending  events  at  the  Biennale, 
the  couple  took  in  the  sites  of  Florence  and 
the  surrounding  area,  giving  La  Rosa  the 
opportunity  to  further  hone  his  art.  “I  worked 
with  my  new  panoramic  camera  taking  land- 
scape and  architectural  photographs,”  he  says. 
“It  is  a large  format,  non-digital  camera,  and  1 
print  the  images  digitally.” 

One  of  the  highlights  of  their  museum- 
going experiences  was  seeing  the  15th  cen- 
tury Cima  da  Conegliano  “Madonna  and 
Child”  in  the  Uffizi  Gallery.  It  is  very  similar 
to  the  one  that  Wesleyan  has  in  its  collection 
through  a Kress  Foundation  gift.  In  addition 
to  viewing  numerous  important  works  of 
art  and  architecture,  La  Rosa  photographed 
the  Boboli  Gardens  and  other  important 
sites  in  Florence.  The  couple  also  toured  the 


medieval  walled  city  of  Lucca,  the  religious 
sites  of  Sienna,  the  Tuscany  area,  and,  of 
course,  Pisa,  home  of  the  infamous  tower. 

“It  is  really  leaning,”  said  de  La  Rosa,  with 
a laugh.  She  also  added  that  they  were  lucky 
they  chose  the  day  they  did  to  visit  Pisa. 
“The  next  day  they  had  the  tower  closed 
because  of  terrorist  threats,”  she  said.  “If  we 
had  waited,  we  wouldn't  have  been  able  to 
get  anywhere  near  it.” 

Another  highlight  of  their  trip  was  the 
Renaissance  dinner  they  attended  the  night 
of  their  arrival  featuring  “recipes  from 
Michelangelo,  Catherine  and  Marie  de 
Medici  and  a talk  by  a food  historian  from 
the  Florence,”  she  said.  This  delicious  edu- 
cational experience  took  place  at  the  restau- 
rant of  the  Bettojas’  Florence  hotel,  the 
Relais  Certosa. 

The  La  Rosas  agree  that,  all-in-all,  the 
exhibition  and  the  entire  cultural  experience 
were  “amazing.”  Fernando  added,  “It  has 
been  wonderful  to  bring  back  to  my  stu- 
dents a firsthand  exposure  to  the  contempo- 
rary art  that  is  being  done  across  the  globe, 
and  to  share  with  them  a renewed  sense  of 
awe  of  the  art  of  the  past.”

Tke  World  Comes  to  Wesleyan 


T^ryesleyan  opens  windows  to  the 
\\/  world  for  her  international  and 
* * exchange  students — windows  that 
allow  them  to  see  unique  opportunities  and 
diversity  they  might  not  have  seen  if  they 
were  to  study  in  their  home  country. 

Jana  Williams,  Wesleyan’s  residence  life 
and  international  student  coordinator,  is 
there  every  step  of  the  way  with  the  colleges 
1 16  young  women  representing  32  coun- 
tries. Of  that  1 16,  eight  are  exchange  stu- 
dents who  attend  for  one  year  whereas  tra- 
ditional international  students  can  complete 
all  four  years  of  study  at  Wesleyan. 

“I  love  working  with  the  students  and 
helping  them  get  acclimated  to  Wesleyan, 
each  other  and  our  community,”  Williams 
says  with  the  enthusiasm  that  she  exudes 
constantly.  Impressed  by  the  perseverance 
and  motivation  of  international  and 
exchange  students,  Williams  is  always  will- 
ing to  go  the  extra  mile  to  help  keep  the  stu- 
dents at  Wesleyan.  “They  have  more  oppor- 


tunities here  in  college  than  they  would  at 
home,”  Williams  says,  adding  that  the  job 
market  is  more  flexible  in  the  United  States. 

Williams  recalls  in  particular  helping  one 
Asian  student  facing  several  problems  with 
her  visa.  After  seeking  help  at  Atlanta’s 
Immigration  Office,  Williams  realized  that 
the  student  would  need  to  return  to  her 
home  country.  Williams  was  able  to  work 
with  the  student  to  secure  a flight  home  and 
an  emergency  meeting  with  the  U.S. 
Embassy  in  Taiwan. 

The  student  flew  to  Taiwan,  got  the  proper 
visa,  came  back  to  Wesleyan  and  missed  less 
than  two  weeks  of  class.  Williams  quickly 
wrote  a thank-you  letter  to  the  U.S.  Embassy 
to  express  her  gratitude  for  their  government’s 
prompt  response  to  this  student’s  needs. 

Another  side  to  international  student  life 
that  most  of  the  campus  doesn’t  see  is  the 
impact  of  host  families.  Williams  describes 
these  special  families  as  ones  who  offer 
friendship,  mentoring  or  simply  a ride  to 


church  and  community  events.  While  the 
international  or  exchange  students  don’t 
actually  live  with  their  host  families,  the 
families  provide  a “home-away-from- 
home”  atmosphere  for  the  young  women 
while  they  attend  Wesleyan  College. 

The  Warner  Robins,  Georgia,  family  of 
Samuel  and  Christine  Vines  actually  plays 
host  to  three  Wesleyannes — Olena  Stadnik 
from  the  Ukraine,  Marie  Wada  from  Japan 
and  Zhe  Hong  from  China.  In  a recent  letter 
to  Williams,  the  students’  host  “mom”  prac- 
tically bubbled  over  with  excitement  about 
what  being  a host  family  has  done  for  her 
own  family,  especially  the  impact  the  expe- 
rience has  had  on  her  birth  and  adopted 
children.  She  writes  of  church  youth  trips, 
mission  work  and  family  travels. 

With  friends  and  hard  workers  like  Jana 
Williams  and  the  outpouring  of  love  and 
support  from  host  families,  Wesleyan’s 
international  and  exchange  students  truly 
experience  a world  of  opportunities.

Other  than 
that,  this  Millen,  Georgia,  native  is  quite 
happily  at  home  in  Rome,  Italy.  After  all,  the 
successful  cookbook  author  has  lived  there 
since  1952  when  she  went  on  a ‘‘grand  tour 
of  Europe”  with  two  close  friends.  She  and 
her  friends  all  married  Italian  men,  but  she’s 
the  only  one  of  the  three  who  stayed  in  Italy, 
where  she  raised  three  children  with  her 
husband  of  nearly  50  years,  Angelo  Bettoja. 

Mr.  Bettoja’s  family  owns  five  hotels  in 
Rome  and  one  in  Florence.  His  family  has 
been  in  the  hotel  business  for  five  genera- 
tions— 130  years  to  be  exact — and  their 
1000-room  chain  of  premier  hotels  is  recog- 
nized as  the  largest  private  hotel  group  in 
Italy.  Some  of  the  hotels’  employees  have 
worked  for  the  Bettojas  for  decades. 
Wesleyan  art  professors  Fernando  la  Rosa 
and  Frances  de  la  Rosa  stayed  in  the 
Florence  hotel  during  a recent  trip  to  Italy, 
enjoying  the  superb  Bettoja  hospitality.  (See 
related  story,  page  7).  Bettoja  was  delighted 
to  get  to  know  the  La  Rosas,  recalling  their 
time  together  with  fond  memories. 

However,  it  isn’t  her  marriage  into  a 
renowned  hotel  family  that  has  brought  well- 
deserved  accolades  to  Bettoja — it’s  her  exper- 
tise as  an  Italian  cook  and  cookbook  author. 

Her  publishing  career  started  after  she 
opened  a cooking  school,  the  world- 
renowned  Lo  Scaldavivande,  with  her  Italian 
friend,  Anna  Maria  Cometto.  She  ran  the 
school  for  more  than  10  years.  Her  first 
cookbook  was  actually  written  by  10  women 
at  the  request  of  many  friends  and  students 
at  the  cooking  school.  The  title,  written  in 
Italian,  translates  to  135  Recipes  from  Italian 
Cooking  Schools.  Bettoja  and  Cometto  collab- 
orated on  the  1982  Italian  Cooking  in  the 
Grand  Tradition , a very  successful  venture, 
according  to  Bettoja.  In  1991,  Southern 
Italian  Cooking  hit  the  bookstores.  This  book 
was  nominated  for  the  prestigious  James 
Beard  Award  in  New  York  City  for  Best 
Italian  Cookbook.  It  did  not  win,  but  she  was 
thrilled  to  have  her  book  nominated. 

Her  most  recent  cookbook,  published  in 
February  2003,  is  In  a Roman  Kitchen: 
Timeless  Recipes  from  the  Eternal  City. 

Bettoja  says  this  cookbook  is  “doing  really 
well”  in  sales.  Her  recipes  have  been  featured 
in  the  New  York  Times  and  in  magazines 


such  as  Food  & Wine ; Travel  & Leisure , 
Diversion , McCalls  and  Town  & Country. 

Bettoja,  who  tries  to  get  back  to  Millen  at 
least  once  a year,  says  there  are  similarities 
between  South  Georgia  and  Italy,  mainly  in 
the  attachment  to  family  and  big  family 
gatherings  during  the  holidays.  This 
Conservatory  graduate  says  her  creative 
juices  have  flowed  since  her  days  in  Macon. 
Then  it  was  theatre,  speech  and  art  histo- 
ry— now  it’s  cooking.  “Cooking  is  creative,” 
she  says,  adding  that  Italians  “have  a good 
sense  of  taste  and  style.” 

One  of  her  greatest  memories  of  the 
Conservatory  is  having  Dr.  G.W.  Gignilliat,  Jr., 
as  a professor.  “He  was  the  best  teacher  ever. 
Everybody  loved  him.”  She  also  fondly 
remembers  wearing  evening  dresses  to  con- 
certs given  by  Dr.  Joseph  Maerz,  and  she 
recalls  being  checked  by  a teacher  before  enter- 
ing the  concerts  “to  make  sure  we  didn’t  have 
on  saddle  shoes”  under  their  long  dresses. 

“I  loved  the  Conservatory,”  she  says.  “It 
broke  my  heart  when  it  burned.” 

Bettoja  now  lives  next  door  to  the  Trevi 
Fountain,  the  famous  tourist  attraction  in 
Rome  where  all  visitors  come  to  toss  in  a 
coin  for  good  luck; 
she  is  married  to  a 
successful  Italian 
businessman;  she’s 
raised  three  chil- 
dren, Georgia, 

Roberto  and 
Maurizio;  she 
enjoys  her  four 
granddaughters  and 
is  a successful  cook- 
book author.  While 
her  mother  sent  her 
to  speech  classes  in 
Millen  to  “learn  to 
speak  properly,” 

Bettoja  says  she  only 
uses  what  she  learned 
when  she  needs  to. 

Otherwise,  this  sophisti- 
cated Italian  woman  who 
hails  from  South  Georgia 
still  speaks  with  her 
Southern  accent  intact, 
and  what  she  wouldn't  give 
for  some  really  good  corn- 
on-the-cob!

A Cure  for  th< 
Summertime  Blues 


Students  get  a 
glimpse  of  medical 
school  during 
summer  vacation 


Having  one  Wesleyan  student 

accepted  to  the  Summer  Medical 
Education  Program  (SMEP)  would 
be  quite  an  honor,  but  having  three  students 
accepted  the  same  summer  is  extraordinary. 
That  is  exactly  what  happened  during  the 
summer  of  2003  when  rising  Wesleyan 
sophomores  Sylvia  Gonsahn,  Wanja 
Mwangi  and  Ihunanya  Mbata  were  chosen 
to  attend  SMEP,  formerly  the  Minority 
Medical  Education  Program  (MMEP). 

“I  had  a friend  in  the  program  that  told 
me  about  it,”  said  Gonsahn,  a sophomore 
from  Stone  Mountain,  Georgia,  who 
applied  and  was  accepted  to  attend  SMEP  at 
Duke  University.  Mwangi,  a sophomore 
from  Athens,  Georgia,  was  selected  for  the 
Baylor  program,  while  Mbata,  a sophomore 
from  Nigeria  who  now  lives  in  Macon, 
attended  SMEP  at  Yale. 

SMEP  is  a free  six- week  summer  medical 
school  preparatory  program,  created  in  1988 
and  funded  by  The  Robert  Wood  Johnson 
Foundation.  The  program  is  located  at  1 1 
medical  schools  around  the  United  States: 
the  University  of  Alabama  School  of 
Medicine,  Baylor  College  of  Medicine  and 
Rice  University,  Case  Western  Reserve 
University  School  of  Medicine,  Chicago 
Summer  Science  Enrichment  Program, 
Columbia  University  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  Duke  University  School  of 
Medicine,  Fisk  University  and.Vanderbilt 


University  Medical  Center,  New  Jersey 
Medical  School,  University  of  Virginia 
School  of  Medicine,  Western  Consortium 
(University  of  Washington  School  of 
Medicine  and  the  University  of  Arizona 
College  of  Medicine)  and  Yale  University 
School  of  Medicine.  According  to  the 
Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges’ 
Web  site,  SMEP  was  designed  to  prepare 
“students  who  are  strong  advocates  for  diver- 
sity and/or  come  from  groups  that  are  under- 
represented in  medicine.” 

According  to  Mbata,  whose  father  teaches 
entomology  at  Fort  Valley  State  University, 
applicants  to  the  program  can  choose  up  to 
three  locations  to  attend.  “I  plan  on  going 
into  surgery,  specifically  cardiology  or  ortho- 
pedics, and  I was  able  to  shadow  surgery 
while  I was  there  (Yale).”  Although  no  acade- 
mic credit  is  offered  at  the  Yale  program,  stu- 
dents selected  to  attend  get  extensive  clinical 
experience  by  participating  in  small  group 
rotations  in  the  emergency  department, 
operating  room  and  autopsy  services.  This 
particular  SMEP  is  open  to  applicants  follow- 
ing their  freshman,  sophomore,  junior  or 
senior  year  of  college,  as  well  as  some  post- 
bachelor degree  students.  The  curriculum  is 
then  tailored  to  fit  the  students’  education 
level.  A curriculum  track  is  also  offered  for 
students  preparing  to  take  the  Medical 
College  Admission  Test  (MCAT). 
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Gonsahn,  who  hopes  to  specialize  in  geri- 
atric medicine,  “did  regular  medical  rota- 
tions each  week”  at  Duke.  The  SMEP  at 
Duke  is  only  open  to  applicants  following 
their  freshman  or  sophomore  year  of  college. 
While  this  program  only  offers  limited 
MCAT  preparation,  students  selected  to 
attend  participate  in  a weekly  standardized 
patient  module.  This  module  consists  of 
weekly  four-hour  rotations  through  pediatric 
and  neonatal  intensive  care  units,  critical  care 
unit,  emergency  room  and  intensive  care. 

The  program  at  Baylor,  like  the  one  offered 
at  Duke,  is  only  open  to  students  following 
their  freshman  or  sophomore  year.  Instead  of 
attending  rounds  in  small  groups  or  partici- 
pating in  a standardized  module,  students 
there  are  each  assigned  to  a preceptor  for  40 
to  50  hours  of  clinical  experiences.  “I  think 
attending  the  program  will  be  a springboard 
for  other  opportunities,”  said  Mbata,  who 
plans  on  specializing  in  pediatrics  or  emer- 
gency medicine  related  to  pediatrics. 

All  three  Wesleyannes  said  they  took  away 
invaluable  experience  and  will  probably 
apply  to  attend  other  SMEP  offerings  this 
summer.  However,  if  one  or  more  of  them 
decide  to  look  to  another  program,  one  thing 
is  for  certain  - they  won’t  be  spending  their 
summer  idling  away  on  a beach  somewhere. 
“We’re  not  the  type  to  chill  out,”  Mbata  said. 
“We’ve  got  to  be  doing  something.” 


Researching  Opportunities 


When  Jennifer  Kerr  walks  across 
the  stage  to  accept  her  Wesleyan 
diploma  this  May,  she  will  be  fac- 
ing some  tough  choices — just  which  one 
of  the  three  graduate  programs  that  have 
already  accepted  her  will  she  attend? 

Kerr,  a Munroc  scholar  majoring  in  biol- 
ogy, has  been  accepted  to  three  prestigious 
programs — the  Graduate  School  of 
Biomedical  Sciences  at  Baylor  College  of 
Medicine’s  molecular  virology  and  micro- 
biology program,  the  microbiology  pro- 
gram at  the  University  of  Texas  Graduate 
School  of  Biomedical  Sciences  and  the 
University  of  Texas  Southwestern  Graduate 
School’s  molecular  biology  program. 

“As  of  now,  I am  most  interested  in  the 
University  of  Texas  Southwestern,”  says 
Kerr,  a Georgia  native.  “Dr.  Wanda 
Schroeder  (’80)(associate  professor  of 
biology)  played  an  integral  part  in  devel- 
oping my  desire  to  attend  graduate  school 
in  microbiology.  She  helped  me  find  my 
passion  for  microbiology  and  my  desire  to 
continue  scientific  research.” 

Because  of  the  research  opportunities 
Kerr  has  been  afforded  as  a Wesleyan  stu- 
dent in  general  and  a Munroe  scholar  in 
particular,  she  had  no  problem  being 
accepted  to  the  three  programs  or  land- 
ing an  impressive  internship  at  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Research 
(CDC)  in  Atlanta. 

“1  started  my  internship  at  the  CDC  in  the 
fall  of 2003,”  Kerr  says.  “Laura  Rose,  a 
microbiologist  in  the  Environmental  and 
Applied  Microbiology  Department,  and 
family  friend,  offered  me  the  internship  after 
discussing  my  desire  to  work  on  an  indepen- 
dent microbiology  project  this  semester.” 


Although  Kerr  says  she  had  a general 
interest  in  the  field  of  microbiology,  she 
had  trouble  at  first  narrowing  down  her 
interest  because  the  field  is  so  large.  “It  was 
not  until  I spoke  with  Ms.  Rose  that  she 
suggested  working  with  safety  issues  sur- 
rounding infant  milk  formula,”  Kerr  says. 
“I’m  currently  working  on  a project  that 
looks  into  the  detection  of  bacteria  and 
survival  of  bacteria  in  infant  formulas.” 

Currently,  Kerr  is  continuing  her 
research  on  the  infant  formula  project 
both  in  the  Taylor  Hall  lab  at  Wesleyan 
and  at  the  CDC.  “I’m  now  a guest 
researcher  at  the  CDC  so  I can  go  and 
come  as  needed  to  use  the  CDC  lab,”  she 
says.  “And  the  $1,000  research  stipend 
from  the  Munroe  award  covers  my 
expenses  for  research  travel  and  supply 
expenses.”  The  outcomes  she  has  generat- 
ed with  her  research  have  included  an 
increased  awareness  of  sterilization,  the 
importance  of  sterilization  in  the  preven- 
tion of  infant  sickness  and  the  impact 
infant  formula  packaging  methods  have 
on  safety. 

While  Kerr  hopes  to  continue  her 
research  this  summer  after  graduation,  her 
future  plans  after  graduate  school  include 
continuing  research  in  microbiology  in  an 
academic  or  governmental  setting — a 
desire  that  was  fostered  and  encouraged 
during  her  four  years  at  Wesleyan. 

“I  feel  like  I truly  benefited  from  having  a 
liberal  arts  education.  Not  only  was  I given 
ample  opportunities  to  perform  scientific 
research,  I was  able  to  explore  many  other 
subjects,  including  art,”  she  says.  “I  enjoyed 
the  small  class  sizes  and  the  rapport  that 
students  maintain  with  the  faculty.”

Year  Symposia  Program.  She  has  attended  a 
number  of  three-day  symposia  on  the 
University  of  Georgia  campus  while  also 
engaging  in  instructional  improvement  pro- 
jects at  Wesleyan.  Participants  in  the  GTF 
Program  are  selected  on  the  basis  of  their 
teaching  experience,  interest  in  continuing 
instructional  and  professional  development 
and  ability  to  have  an  impact  on  their  own 
campus.  A strong  commitment  by  the  partic- 
ipant’s home  institution  for  the  duration  of 
his  or  her  participation  in  the  program  is  also 
required.  The  GTF  Program  is  open  to  full- 
time faculty  members  who  teach  at  accredit- 
ed public  or  private  colleges  or  universities  in 


Georgia,  other  than  the  University  of 
Georgia.  Lee  is  the  first  librarian  accepted 
into  the  GTF  Program.

Hampton,  an  assistant  professor  of  history, 
was  in  London  presenting  a paper  titled, 

“The  New  Statesman  and  Nation  and 
‘Third  Way’  Politics  in  the  Early  Cold  War, 

1945-1950.” 

“A  student  told  me  recently  that  Dr.  Hampton  offers  outstanding  classes  that  are  learn- 
er-centered. She  also  stated  that  he  is  creative  in  the  approaches  used  to  challenge  students 
to  think — even  pretending  to  be  Rush  Limbaugh  to  spur  debate  and  force  students  to 
defend  their  judgments,”  said  Dr.  Delmas  Crisp,  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs  and 
Dean  of  the  College. 

Dr.  Hampton  earned  his  BA  in  history  at  Middle  Tennessee  State  University  before  going 
on  to  earn  both  his  MA  and  PhD  in  history  at  Vanderbilt  and  becoming  an  assistant  profes- 
sor at  Lincoln  Memorial  University.  He  is  a member  of  the  American  Historical  Association 
and  the  North  American  Conference  on  British  Studies.  Dr.  Hampton  has  presented  papers 
at  numerous  conferences  and  seminars  around  the  world,  including  the  University  of 
London,  Harvard  University  and  the  German  Historical  Institute  in  Washington,  D.C.  His 
book,  To  Instruct  and  Amuse:  Visions  of  the  Press  in  Britain , 1850-1950,  will  be  published  by 
the  University  of  Illinois  Press  in  2004.  Dr.  Hampton  has  also  published  several  articles  on 
the  modern  British  press  and  is  on  the  editorial  board  of  Media  History \ 

The  Quillian  Award  honors  former  Wesleyan  President  William  F.  Quillian,  Sr.,  who  twice 
served  as  president  trom  1920  to  1931  and  1951  to  1952.  The  award  is  presented  to  a faculty 
member  who  demonstrates  excellence  in  teaching  and  commitment  to  an  outstanding  learn- 
ing community  and  who  is  regarded  by  both  faculty  and  students  as  a premier  educator. 


Model  UN  in  Boston,  Feb.  12-15, 2004. 

Based  on  the  actual  UN,  the  Harvard  con- 
ference included  nearly  2,000  national  and 
international  delegates.  Harvard’s  event  is  the 
most  prestigious  Model  UN,  and  this  was  its 
50th  annual  conference.  The  purpose  of  the 
gathering  is  to  invite  students  from  all  over 
the  globe  for  the  purposes  of  heightening 
global  awareness,  fostering  international  rela- 
tions among  college  students  and  bringing 
together  tomorrow’s  leaders. 

Wesleyan’s  representatives,  who  resemble  a 
mini-UN,  were  senior  Volha  Adamovich 
from  Belarus,  senior  Irina  Tanurcova  from 
Moldova,  senior  Jessica  Bennett  from  the 
United  States,  senior  Natasha  Kanagat  from 
India,  junior  Sancia  Dailey  from  Jamaica, 
sophomore  Loma  Nasser  from  Jordan  and 
first-year  student  HueiYu  Chen  from  the 
United  States,  but  of  Taiwanese  descent. 

Each  student  was  selected  based  on  her 
application,  which  included  three  short 
essays.  The  selection  process  was  highly  con- 
fidential, and  about  half  of  the  students  who 
applied  were  selected.  Faculty  advisor  Dr. 
Barbara  Donovan,  associate  professor  of 
political  science,  said  the  opportunity  is 
great  for  Wesleyan  students  and  “is  the 
result  of  having  many  more  international 
students  on  campus.”

Today,  Foster  is  one  of 
four  consultants  who  are  completely  in  charge 
of  the  entire  Sally  Foster  product  line  and 
brochure.  This  year  the  Sally  Foster  product 
line  is  expected  to  generate  more  than  $ 100 
million.  Half  of  these  proceeds  directly  benefit 
the  fund-raising  causes  of  public,  private  and 
parochial  schools  across  the  United  States. 

In  addition  to  her  ongoing  role  with  the 
business,  Foster,  a mother  of  two  and  grand- 
mother of  four,  is  active  in  philanthropic 


activities  in  the  Greenville/Spartanburg, 

South  Carolina,  area.  She  currently  serves  as 
chairman  of  the  board  for  the  Mary  Black 
Foundation,  a private  health  and  wellness 
organization;  as  a trustee  for  the  Spartanburg 
County  Foundation,  which  provides  funding 
to  a variety  of  Spartanburg  County  commu- 
nity organizations;  and  as  an  elder  at  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Spartanburg. 

Wesleyan’s  D.  Abbott  Turner 
Entrepreneurship  Series  was  launched  in  2001 
with  former  U.N.  Ambassador  Jeane

Michelle  Wineman:

Michelle  Wineman  has  a theory. 

“I  think  I got  all  the  athletic  genes,  and 
my  sister  got  all  the  creativity,”  says 
Wesleyan  junior  Wineman,  smiling.  But 
then,  you  could  argue  that  it  takes  quite  a bit 
of  creativity  to  juggle  three  sports  and  a full- 
time schedule  of  classes.  And  that  is  exactly 
what  Wineman,  Wesleyan’s  only  three-sport 
athlete,  manages  to  do  day  in  and  day  out. 

“It  does  take  a lot  of  discipline,”  con- 
cedes Wineman,  a Newnan,  Georgia, 
native  majoring  in  business  administra- 
tion. “You  really  have  to  manage  your  time 
and  not  let  sports  get  in  the  way  of  grades.” 
While  playing  soccer,  basketball  and  soft- 
ball  for  the  Pioneers  does  take  up  much  of 
Wineman’s  time  these  days,  she’s  actually 
slowed  down  since  her  days  at  Northgate 
High  School  where  she  also  ran  track  as 
part  of  her  athletic  program. 

Currendy,  Wineman  calls  soccer  her  main 
sport.  “I  started  playing  soccer  in  youth 
leagues  when  I was  6,”  Wineman  says.  “At 
first  I played  on  boys’  teams  because  there 
were  no  girls’  teams  until  I was  13.” 

That  love  of  sports  in  general  and  soccer

in  particular  blossomed  when,  at  the  age  of  1 5, 
Wineman  traveled  through  Europe  for  two 
weeks  playing  soccer  for  the  Lightning  Soccer 
Club.  “I  loved  the  traveling  and  meeting  lots  of 
cool  people.  It  was  the  opportunity  of  a life- 
time, so  my  parents  were  all  for  it.  Actually,  my 
dad  (who  played  soccer  when  he  was  younger) 
said  he  was  jealous,”  she  says  with  a laugh. 

Wineman  sites  the  support  of  her  parents — 
her  mom  teaches  pre-kindergarten  and  her 
dad  owns  Wineman  Construction — with 
much  of  her  success  as  an  athlete.  “My  parents 
have  always  been  supportive  and  been  there 
for  me,”  says  Wineman,  who  also  counts  her 
creative  older  sister,  a recent  Georgia  State 
Univeristy  graduate,  as  one  of  her  biggest  fans. 
“They  always  took  me  everywhere  to  play 
sports  and  they  come  to  most  of  our  home 
games  now  and  the  ones  we  have  in  Atlanta.” 

She  adds  that  the  supportive  Wesleyan 
environment  has  made  her  athletic  experi- 
ence even  more  enjoyable.  “I  transferred  to 
Wesleyan  from  Georgia  Perimeter  College,” 
she  says.  “I  like  the  interaction  you  have  with 
professors  here  and  the  small  classes.  Dr.  Phil 
Taylor,  my  advisor,  is  also  a great  supporter 
of  athletics.  He’s  helped  me  in  getting  my 
classes  together,  and  he’s  either  at  the  games 


or  asking  about  them.” 

Once  Wineman  earns  her  degree  and 
bids  farewell  to  her  days  as  a Pioneer,  she 
won’t  be  leaving  sports  behind.  “I  want  to 
own  my  own  sports- related  company  or  get 
into  sports  management.  I can’t  see  myself 
not  being  involved  in  sports,”  she  says.  As 
for  Wesleyan,  Wineman  says,  “the  athletic 
program  will  get  better  as  the  years  go  by.

From  personali- 
ty-filled trivia  at  timeouts  of  basketball  and 
volleyball  games  to  a world  record  breaking 
couch  pile-on,  Coach  Lane  has  brought  a 
refreshing  liveliness  and  creativity  to  the 
department.  Her  students  as  well  as  other  play- 
ers frequent  her  office  and  participate  in  com- 
munity service  and  the  fun  events  she  plans  as 
coordinator  of  student-athlete  development. 

Catcher  named  Academic  All-American 

Junior  catcher  Liz  Santos  was  named  an 
Academic  All-American  for  the  2003  season 
by  the  National  Fast  Pitch  Coaches 
Association.  Santos,  who  comes  to  Wesleyan 
from  southern  California,  is  an  honors  stu- 
dent in  film  and  media  studies.  Last  year, 
Santos  led  the  team  in  four  offensive  cate- 
gories, including  batting  average,  home  runs, 
on-base  percentage  and  being  hit  by  pitches. 
She  also  threw  out  more  than  half  of  attempt- 


ed steals.  Softball  Coach  Joanna  Lane  expects 
Santos  to  continue  being  a dominating  force 
behind  the  plate  this  season.  After  graduation, 
Santos  plans  to  attend  graduate  school  and 
study  broadcast  journalism. 

Basketball  standout  earns  all-tournament 

Wesleyan’s  Shannon  Haggins  was  named 
to  the  Emory  & Henry  College  Tip-Off 
Tournament’s  all-tournament  basketball 
team  for  her  play  there  Nov.  21-22, 2003.  The 
Pioneers  lost  both  of  their  season -opening 
games  at  the  tournament,  but  Haggins,  a 
sophomore,  was  the  high-scorer  both  times 
with  10  points  against  Emory  & Henry  and 
15 — including  two  points  at  the  halftime 
buzzer — against  Juniata  College  the  next  day. 
The  5'9"  forward  also  had  six  rebounds 
against  Juniata.  Haggins  has  proven  to  be  a 
strong  leader  in  points  and  rebounds  for  the 
team,  often  earning  a double-double  (double 
digits  in  points  and  rebounds).  Despite 
coaching  changes  and  having  only  a few  play- 
ers on  the  bench,  Haggins  and  the  team  con- 
tinue to  fight  through  each  game,  coming 
within  just  points  of  opponents  like  Maryville 
and  Piedmont  colleges. 

Wesleyan  student-athletes  chosen  to 
attend  NCAA  Leadership  Conference 

Two  Wesleyan  athletes  were  selected  to 
attend  the  NCAA  Division  III  Student- 
Athlete  Regional  Leadership  Conference  in 
Dallas,  Texas,  in  January  2004.  Junior  soccer 
tri-captain  Megan  Quinn  (Titusville,  Florida) 
and  sophomore  basketball  standout  Shannon 
Haggins  (Orlando,  Florida)  represented  the 
Pioneers  to  the  NCAA  as  they  discussed  the 
current  issues  in  Division  III  athletics  at  the 
conference,  which  is  held  every  three  years.

Wesleyan  goalkeeper 
nationally  ranked 

Wesleyan  College  soccer  team’s  start- 
ing goalkeeper  Melissa  Herndon  fin- 
ished the  2003  fall  season  ranked  fifth  in 
the  nation  in  saves  per  game.  The  fresh- 
man from  Waycross,  Ga.,  had  260  saves 
in  17  games  for  the  Pioneers  for  an  aver- 
age of  15.29  saves  per  game,  which  tied 
for  the  fifth  highest  among  NCAA 
Division  III  women’s  soccer  programs. 
(The  highest  NCAA  Div.  I average  was 
9.79  saves  per  game.) 

A fearless  keeper  with  a relentless  drive, 
Herndon  also  ranked  in  the  top  10  in  the 
number  of  saves  made  in  a single  game. 
She  had  three  games  in  which  she  made 
27  saves  (which  is  nearly  a save  every 
three  minutes):  Sept.  24  against  Emory 
University,  Oct.  29  against  conference 
opponent  LaGrange  College  and  Nov.  1 
against  rival  Agnes  Scott  (College. 

“It’s  exhilarating  the  fact  that  the 
game  is  on  the  line  every  time  you  step 
in  front  of  the  goal,”  Herndon  said. 
“Playing  soccer  over  the  past  few  years 
has  given  me  so  many  memories  that  I 
wouldn’t  trade  for  the  world  and  has 
made  me  respect  and  love  the  sport.” 

Since  she  was  in  the  third  grade, 
Herndon,  19,  has  wanted  to  take  that  same 
tenacity  and  resolve  to  the  courtroom  and 
is  now  studying  history  and  political  sci- 
ence at  Wesleyan  in  hopes  of  becoming  a 
criminal  prosecution  attorney. 

It’s  that  sense  of  obligation  to  make 
an  impact  that  keeps  her  going,  she  says. 

“I  have  to  change  the  world,”  she  said.  “I 
live  to  make  people  happy  and  there  arc  a 
lot  of  people  in  this  world  who  are  sad.  So  I 
will  keep  going  until  I know  I have  made 
the  most  difference  that  I can  make.”

In  Memoriam 

May-ling  Soong 
(Madame  Chiang 
Kai-shek) 

1897-2003 


The  Wesleyan  community  was 

saddened  to  learn  of  the  death  of 
Madame  Chiang  Kai-shek,  Class 
of  1915,  on  October  23, 2003.  As  May- 
ling  Soong,  she  came  to  Wesleyan  with 
her  older  sister  Ching-ling,  Madame 
Sun  Yat-sen,  Class  of  1913,  to  join  their 
other  sister  Ai-ling,  Madame  H.H. 
Kung,  Class  of  1909. 

Though  only  10  years  old  she  insisted 
on  coming  to  Wesleyan.  She  lived  at  first 
with  the  family  of  the  college  president, 
Dr.  W.N.  Ainsworth.  She  was  tutored  by 
members  of  the  college  faculty  along 
with  the  children  of  faculty  members 
until  she  was  old  enough  to  enter  the 
freshman  class.  She  remained  in  close 
touch  with  teachers  Mrs.  Maria  Weaver 
Burks,  Miss  Margie  Burks,  Class  of  1904, 
and  Miss  Lucy  Lester,  Class  of  1903, 
throughout  her  life,  visiting  them  when- 
ever she  was  in  the  United  States.  Twice 
during  her  long  life  she  returned  to  her 
alma  mater.  During  her  1943  visit  she 
received  an  honorary  doctorate  for  her- 
self and  her  two  sisters.  At  that  time  she 


was  hooded  by  Mrs.  Ainsworth,  in  whose 
home  she  had  lived.  In  1965  she  again 
visited  Wesleyan  and  made  what  she 
called  “a  sentimental  journey  to  recall  the 
halcyon  days  of  my  childhood.” 

This  extraordinary  woman  along  with 
her  husband  worked  tirelessly  to  mod- 
ernize their  native  China  and  to  defend 
their  country  against  the  Japanese  inva- 
sion and  the  communist  takeover. 

Betty  Thompson,  Class  of  1947,  and 
Dona  Vaughn,  Class  of  1966,  attended 
the  memorial  service  for  Madame 
Chiang  in  New  York  City  on  behalf  of 
the  college.  Dignitaries  from  the 
Republic  of  China  and  the  United  States 
attended  the  moving  and  memorable 
service,  which  was  conducted  in  English 
and  Chinese.  Each  of  them  commented 
on  the  respect  shown  to  them  when  it 
was  learned  they  represented  Wesleyan. 

President  Ruth  Knox,  in  her  message 
to  the  college  community,  expressed 
sympathy  to  Madame  Chiang’s  family 
and  ordered  the  college  carillon  to  toll 
in  memory  of  this  illustrious  alumna.

Georgia  Women  of  Achievement  Inductee 

Louise  Frederick  Hays,  Class  of  1900 


“The  story  of  the  death  this  past  weekend  of 
Louise  Hays. . . made  her  sound  important 

and  capable — and  she  was  both To  her 

the  yellowed , musty  old  pages  of  Georgia  his - 
u »ry  were  as  alive  as  tomorrow's  newspaper. . . 
Georgia  history  is  going  to  miss  Mrs.  Hays.  ” 

Those  words  penned  by  the  late  Celestine 
Sibley  in  her  Atlanta  Joumal/Constitution 
column  acknowledged  the  death  of 
Wesleyan  alumna  Louise  Frederick  Hays 
H900)  in  the  fall  of  1951. 

Recently,  Hays  was  more  thoroughly 
honored  when  she  was  inducted  into 
Georgia  Women  of  Achievement  on  March 
1 1 . Nominated  by  the  Wesleyan  College 
Alumnae  Association,  her  induction  was 
held  at  Wesleyan,  where  her  grandson 
Dr.  J.  Harper  Gaston  and  his  family  attend- 
ed the  ceremony  that  recognized  her  contri- 
butions to  Georgia  as  the  state’s  second 
female  historian  and  archivist.  Hays’ 
accomplishments  for  many  social  causes 
will  remain  as  examples  of  her  selfless  com- 
mitment to  women,  humankind  in  general 
and  her  beloved  Georgia. 

Hays,  a widowed  mother  of  two,  man- 
aged many  commitments  while  personally 
operating  the  family  farming  business.  Her 


accomplishments  began  at  a time  when 
women  were  not  welcomed  at  the  polls,  in 
boardrooms  or  in  high  profile  public  jobs. 

She  entered  Wesleyan  College  in  1897 
and  graduated  three  years  later.  She  was 
president  of  the  Philomathean  Society  (Phi 
Mu)  and  the  editor  of  the  college’s  first  year- 
book, The  Phi  Mu  Annual  of  1900. 

After  graduation,  she  began  fighting  for 
women’s  sufferage,  promoting  the  idea  of 
coeducation,  encouraging  women  to  be 
leaders  in  Georgia,  serving  others  through 
the  Federated  Women’s  Clubs  and  increas- 
ing awareness  of  many  social  issues. 

She  served  as  director  of  the  Georgia 
Department  of  Archives  and  History  from 
1937  until  her  death.  In  that  position.  Hays 
was  able  to  secure  federal  funding  to  make 
dramatic  progress  in  compiling  and  index- 
ing more  than  50  volumes  of  important  his- 
torical records. 

She  wrote  acclaimed  histories  of  the 
Frederick-Rumph  families  and  Hero  of 
Hornet's  Nest:  A Biography  of  General  Elijah 
Clark.  She  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor 
of  Letters  from  UGA  in  1924  and  was  the 
first  woman  in  the  United  States  to  receive 
an  honorary  degree  for  club  work.
